MISSING MAN’S AUTO FOUND, 
BLOODSTAINS AND HIS HAT 


EAST ST. LOUIS 


Police Investigate Disappearance of Sam 
Scorfina, Carr Street Grocer, on Theory 
of Kidnaping for Ransom. 


The automobile of Sam Scorfina, 
Carr street grocer, who disap- 
peared Saturday night, was found 
this afternoon stained with blood 
and containing Scorfina’s hat and 
a bloodstained blanket, on Fourth 
street, East St. Louis, opposite the 
Broadview Hotel. 

The automobile, a small sedan, 
was found by St. Louis detectives. 
The hat and the blanket were on 
the floor of the tonneau and the 
blood stains were on the wuphol- 
stery and floor of the rear seat, A 
receipted repair bill bearing Scor- 
fina’s name was in a side pocket. 

East St. Louis police said they 
were certain the car was not there 
yesterday, although Scorfina disap- 
peared Saturday night. He was 
last seen when he left his home at 
9:30 p. m. to go to the race track 
of the Madison Kennel Club on the 
Collinsville road. Police have been 
investigating on the theory that he 
was kidnaped for ransom. 

During the afternoon the _ S&t. 
Louis Detectives found Mrs. Mattie 
McManus of 16A (rear) Collinsville 
avenue, who said she heard three 
shots in the neighborhood of the 
hotel, half a block away, at 3:15 a. 
m. yesterday. No one else was 
found who had heard or seen any- 
think unusual in the neighborhood, 


Scorfina’s wife and his brother, 


Frank, a fireworks salesman, said 
today they had heard nothing from 
the missing man and denied a re- 
port that a demand for money had 
been made by telephone. 

“If he was kidnaped, they made 
a mistake,” Frank Scorfina said. 
“My brother has no money. He 
makes a living qut of his grocery, 
but he has seven children to sup- 
port. He has nothing to pay.” 

Scorfina, 40 years old, lives at 
807 Carr street, and owns a groc- 
ery at 803 Carr street. He has 
been an enthusiastic follower of 
the dog races and is known to have 
attended the Madison races almost 
nightly. Although his friends said 
he frequently bet heavily, his wife 
and brother declared he carried 
only about $50 when he left home 
Saturday night. 

The brother said today he was 
convinced from his investigation 
that Scorfina’ did not reach the 
dog track, 


“When he didn’t come home 
after the races his wife began to 
worry,” Frank Scorfina said. “At 
1:30 a. m. she called me and I 
went to see Capt. Nally at Carr 
Street Station. That's all we know 
about it.’’ 

Capt. Nally, who made a brief 
report to Police Headquarters, de- 
clined to discuss the case. 


O PCT. OF WORKING 
POPULATION JOBLESS 


Unemployment Almost Entirely 
City Problem; New Figures 
to Be Announced. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 14.—Some 


time during this week the Census 
Bureau will be ready to announce 


its second installment of the count 
of the unemployed in the country. 
Preliminary figures make it evi- 
dent the total to be announced 
will be about half the final figure 
for the whole country, and it will 
indicate roughly that 1,200,000 
persons in territory containing 
some 60,000,000 total inhabitants 
are to be classified as persons able 
to work, accustomed to work and 
who were unable to find work on 
the day before a census’ taker 
visited them. 

Though there was a considerable 
criticism by statisticians and others 
over the first announcement the 
bureau made last month, indicat- 
ing more than 500,000 unemployed 
in territory containing a quarter of 
the population of the United States, 
the extension of the tabulations has 
not altered the showing anticipated 
by the first compilation. Accumw- 
lating returns in the bureau con- 
tinue to indicate that over the 
country as a whole the unemployed 
represent about 2 per cent of the 
total population. Since but one- 
third of the total population is 
subject regularly to classification as 
being gainfully employed—chil- 
dren, the aged, students of all de- 
grees, the leisure class and the bulk 
of adult women occupied as house- 

wive % are excluded from that list- 
ing—the findings of the Govern- 
ment are that about 6 per cent of 
the working population is jobless. 

It is apparent from the Govern- 
ment findings that unemployment 
is a city phenomenon. The coun- 
tryside, villages and smaller towns 
showing insignificant proportions 
of the workless. The ratio in some 
industrial cities of unemployed to 
total population is running higher 
than 4 per cent. 

In addition to this, the narrow- 
ness of the official definition of 
an unemployed ferson, including 
only persons “avle to work, accus- 
tomed to work and seeking work”’ 
has caused some comment. 

The annual increment of young 
people seeking opportunity to be- 
gin a working career is not dealt 
with. Also, the part time employ- 
ment characteristic of many indus-

SIX IN YAWL DROWNED 
IN STORM: ONE SAVED 


Survivor of Massachusetts Bay 
Party Clings to Craft’s 
Rigging. 


By the Associated Pre 
BOSTON, Mass. "July 14.—The 


story of five young men and a 
girl who fought a desperate but 
losing fight for life in the squall- 
swept waters of Massachusetts Bay 
late yesterday was told today by 


the sole survivor, Barden Garceau, 
23 years old, of this city, when he 


was landed here by the mackerel 
seiner St. Rita. 
Still chilled from the long hours 


of immersion, during which he 
clung to the rigging of the cap- 
sized yawl in which all had left 
Scituate Harbor only a short time 
before, Garceau described how one 
by one the others had lost. their 
hold and dropped from sight. 

Betty Munsell, Watertown, was 
the last to go. Garceau was picked 
up, hours later, by the  Seiner 
which sighted the wreckage 20 
miles south by southeast of Minot’s 
Light at 9:30 o’elock this morning. 
Miss Munseéll’s body was found 
floating nearby. Besides Garceau 
and Miss Munsell the others 
aboard the kawl were: Charles 
Hall, 23, Scituate, son of E. A. 
Hall, owner of the craft, and its 
skipper; John Blower, 26, Pitts- 
burg, Pa.; David Garache, 27, Con- 
cord; Willis Earl, 23, Kansas City, 
and Walter Klather, 28, Ycocungs- 
town, O, 


Garceau, accompanied by his fa- 
ther, Albert Garceau, a Boston 
lawyer, later reported at the office 
of the Harbor Master, where he 
was able to give a more coherent 
account of the tragedy. 

He said the party, except for 
Garache and the girl, left the Hall 
home about 56 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. On their’ way to. the 
wharf they met the two and in- 
vited them to join them for a sail. 

The party sailed out about five 
miles, he said, when the weather 
turned treacherous and they put 
about and started home. They had 
sueceeded in covering only about 
three miles when a sudden gust 
overturned the craft. 

“Five of us climbed upon the 
keel,” Garceau said, “And Hall 
and. I clung: on to the rigging. 
Garache became .panic- stricken. 
He’ 'screamed and the others  be- 
came excited. -He slipped, °over- 
board twice and I hauled him back.

AIRPLANE CRASHED 
ON MOUNTAIN SIDE 


Pair Attempting to Lower 
15-Day England-to-Aus- 
tralia Record—Both Seri- 
ously Hurt.

RANGOON, Burma, July 14.— 


Searching parties penetrating the 
Southern Burmese jungle today 
hoped to find Erick Hook, British 


airman, left dying last week by his 
companion, Jimmie Matthews, who 
stumbled on, he said, to find help 
for both of them, 

Little hope was held for success 
of the quest. Matthews himself. 
bruised and worn from the crash 
of their Engiand-to-Australia air- 
Plane 10 days ago and the subse- 
quent march to civilization, ;dis- 
couraged hope. The jungle where 
he left Hook is known for its pred- 
atory wild beasts and hyenas. 

Matthews Saturday reached 
Prome, 160 miles north of Ran- 
goon, on the left bank of the Ir- 
rawaddy River, with the story that 
he and Hook crashed their plane 
on a mountain side July 3, while 
flying between Akyab, Burma, and 
Rangoon, in an attempt to beat the 
15-day flight record from England 
to Australiay 

Both Flyers Injured. 

Both were injured in the crash, 
but Hook much more _ severely. 
Matthews said that in the next few 
days as they tried to reach civili- 
zation he was forced. often to 
carry the more badly hurt man on 
his back. Finally, beset by hunger, 
thirst and the damp, dfsmal ma- 
larial country through which they 
passed, they decided it would be 
best for him to ro on alone and 
seek help, even though Hook were 
left to die. 

Matthews said that Hook was in 
a dying condition when finally he 
left him. After some time he him- 
self was found by a group of vil- 
lage hunters who fed him and took 
him to Prome. 

Matthews said their plane struck 
the top of a bamboo clump. They 
were able to slide down the spikes 
to safety, but the machine was 
hopelessly wrecked. 

Food Supply Dwindled. 

They decided the best chance of 
finding help would be to féllow the 
course of the Buyo River, near 
where they had fallen. Their food 
stock dwindled sharply and onthe 
seventh day Hook became § so ill 
they both decided their one chance 
lay in Matthews’ going on ahead. 

He said he was almost at the 
end of his strength when/ he came 
across the party of villagers who 
brought him to Prome. 

The party searching for Hook 
consists of local police and a 
large posse of villagers accom- 
panied by a European doctor. 

The district in which.Hook and 
Matthews crashed is hilly and cov: 
ered with a dense forest. extending 
about 40 miles, with wide areas of 
jungles whose morasses the recent 
torrential rains have made impene- 
trable. *

BANKER SHOT 
TO DEATH IN 
LOS ANGELES 


Motley H. Flint Killed as 
He Leaves Witness Stand 
by F. Keaton, Who 
Then Raises Hands and 
Surrenders. 


“HE RUINED ME,” 
SLAYER DECLARES 


Victim Was One of 17 
Prominent Californians 
Recently Acquitted in 


Petroleum Crash. :

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 14.— 
Motley H. Flint, 65 years old, fi- 
nancial adviser to motion picture 
leaders and brother of the late 
United States Senator Frank P. 
Flint, was shot to death today in 
a Los Angeles court by Frank D. 
Keaton, 56, real estate man, who 
exclaimed: “This fellow ruined 
me!” 

Flint was shot just after he lIeft 
the witness stand in a $250,000 
damage suit. The suit had no re- 
lation to Keaton, who was a spec- 
tator. 

“This fellow ruined me—he 
ruined me,” exclaimed the slayer 
after firing three shots, then 
throwing the weapon at his victim 
and raising his hands in token of 
surrender. 

Acquitted in Julian Case. 

Flint was one of 17 prominent 
Southern Californians recently ac- 
quitted of charges of usury con- 
spiracy in connection with the col- 
lapse of the Julian Petroleum Cor- 
poration and the loss of millions of 
dollars of investors’ money. He 
was awaiting trial on a charge of 
violation of the State corporate se- 
curities act. 

A sudden rage, growing out of 
the loss of a fortune years ago 
prompted the shooting, Keaton 
said. He had known Flint for 28 
years but had not spoken to him 
for several years. It was the loss 
of his life savings, entrusted to 
Flint, in a 100-point drop in First 
National Bank stock, of which he 
held 4000 shares that prompted the 
killing, Keaton said. 

“I just decided to do it a little 
while ago,” Keaton muttered. “I’ve 
had that gun in my trunk 35 years. 
I heard -Flint had just come and 
I went to the,court room early and 
sat down. 

“Just as he came in front. of 
me I decided to shoot him. I 
hadn't seen him for seven or eight 
years. I bought some stock from 
his old bank some time ago. 

“r didn’t mean to. Kill him, 
[ came downtown looking for 4 
job. I heard of this case, I came 
to the court reom and sat down. 
Just when I saw~> him coming 
through the gate in the railing, 
something hit me all at once and 
I shot him.” 

Once Served as ; Postmaster. 

In the case under trial, Selznick 
charged he had ‘film stock 
for security for a lohn but the’ 
istock had never-een returned.

Flint served as Postmaster from 
1896 to 1904, later becoming pres- 
ident, of . the American Bank ‘and 
Trust Co.

Mooney Trial Witness Released to 
Start for West.

BALTIMORE, Md., July 14.— 
John MacDonald, a witness who 
.says the testimony he gave 13 
years ago to send Thomas J, 
Mooney and Warren K. Billings to 
prison for the San Francisco Pre- 
paredness. day bombing of 1926 
was perjured, was released from 
jail today in the custody of his 
attorneys and watched- by a pri- 
vate detective.

TO BE OFFERED 


Opponents Will Seek to 
Give U. S. Greater Lat- 


titude Under “Escape 
/Clause” and Reopen 
Problem of Pacific Bases.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Ratifi- 
cation of the London naval treaty, 
on the ground that it “will do jus- 
tice to our citizens and work no 
oppression to others,” was strong- 
ly urged today on the floor of the 
Senate by Minority Leader Robin- 
son of Arkansas, a Naval confer- 
ence delegate, while, off the floor, 
friends and enemies of the treaty 
mapped their plans for the second 
week of the contest. 

Senator Watson of Indiana, the 
Republican leader, after a break- 
fast conference with the President, 
announced that telegrams would 
be sent today to all absentees urg- 
ing them to return to assure the 
continued presence of a quorum. 
Only 52 Senators—three more than

first call in the Senate ‘today. -

Mrs. McCormick, Testify- 
ing Before Senate Com- 
mittee, Says ‘“‘You Can 
Buy Elections in Illinois, 
but No Landslides.” 


CRITICISES NYE . 
FOR HIS ATTACK 


Says She Washed Her 
Hands Clean of Chicago 
City Hall Group — De- 
clares Primary System 
Should Be Changed.

CHICAGO, July 14.— Ruth 


Hanna McCormick epitomized her 
defense of the expenditure of more 
than $250,000 to win a senatorial 
nomination today with the state- 
ment: 

“It may be possible to buy cer- 
tain elections in this country, but 
you cannot buy Illinois landslides.” 

In the 7000-word statement with 
which she opened the hearing be- 
fore the Senate campaign funds 
committee, the Republican sena- 
torial nominee added $67,214.10 to 
the $252,572.30 she had previous- 
ly admitted was spent on her be- 
half. But the first quarter mil- 
lion was her own money, she as- 
serted, and the additional amount 
was expended for her cause by 
three Organizations. 

Mrs. McCormick criticised Sen- 
ator Gerald P. Nye, chairman” of 
the Special Campaign Funds Com- 
mittee, for asserting that his in- 
vestigators had found that she had 
spent approximately $325,000 in- 
stead of the $252,500 she had re- 
ported. 

The Republican Senatorial nom- 
inee said Senator Nye’s statenréent 
was inaccurate and misleading, 
based on the fact that she volun- 
tarily had submitted a supplement- 
al report, setting forth the spend- 
ing the $67,214 before his inves- 
tigators had inquired into those 
expenditures. 

Used by Three Organizations. 

The $67,214 was used by three 
organizations and was obtained by 
contributions from friends and rel- 
atives, Mrs. McCormick said. The 
Voters’ Progress League used $44,- 
000; the Illinois Young Peoples’ 
Republican Clubs $15,000, and the 
Ruth Hanna McCormick  volun- 
teers $8214. 

Tells Whole Story. 

Mrs. McCormick said her report 
of expenses was “a document 
which should be scrutinized by all 
citizens interested in the problem 
of campaign expenditures. The re- 
port for the first time tells the 
whole story without any confusing 
complications either as to source of 
money, the nature of the disburse- 
ments, the exact total expended or 
as t} who spent it. I hope my re- 
port this time will be a contribu- 
tion to the public effort to under- 
stand our primary election system 
and offer a basis for remedial leg- 
islation.” 

Mrs. McCormick reiterated that 
she had conducted her campaign 
solely as an independent. Repub- 
lican candidate without any alli- 
ance with any factiot or group. 
She washed her hands of the 
Chicago “City Hall machine” and 
all other Cook County organiza- 
tions, but acknowledged that she 
undoubtedly had been more or less 
benefited by the opposition of va- 
rious factions to the candidacy of 
Senator Charles S. Deneen, her op- 
ponent. 

She called attention to the fact 
that her campaign cost her only 
$42.63 for each 1000 votes, as com- 
pared with the $105 for each 1000 
expended in the presidential cam- 
paign of President Hoover'in IIli- 
nois. 7 

She referred to the charge giv- 
en wide publication that $1,000,- 
000 had been spent in her cam- 
paign. She challenged that state- 
ment and repeated that the report 
of her expenses made under oath 
to the committee May 1 was cor- 
rect and complete. 

Led Republican Ticket. 

Mrs. McCormick said Senator 
Deneen had the oppgsition.of five 
different Republican factions in 
Cook County, and that this fight 
for local control resulted in his 
defeat by those who were protect- 
ing their own organizations, but 
with none of which she had any 
alliance or understanding.

statement that the City Hall or- 
ganization “delivered” her victory 
in. Cook County, ignored the fact 
that she led some of the City Hall 
candidates for important offices 
in the county by from 50,000 to 
150.000 votes, and won 55 counties 
outside of Cook, getting a down- 
state plurality of 49,000. 

John I. Flanagan, lawyer, of 
East St.. Louis, who served as her 
manager in East St. Louis, said he 
spent $6995 on her behalf, the 
money having been given him by 
Mrs. McCormick last March 24. 
He said he had not used any of 
his own funds that were not re- 
imbursed and included in the 
$6995. There were no donations 
or contributions of any kind re- 
ceived in East St. Louis, Flanagan 
said.

MeCormick to fight Deneen in his 
old home town. He, too, said there 
had been no donations or solicita- 
tion of subscriptions for Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick, she insisting that only 
her own funds be used.

Mrs. McCormick, who allowed 
Flanagan and Duvall to testify be- 
fore she was finished, resumed her 
testimony and told of lending

Mrs. McCormick said she knew 
of no meeting halls, such as thea- 
ters and the like, which were do- 
nated to her use, and said that 
from the size of her radio bill, 
‘‘no time on the air was contribut- 
ed to me either.” 

Nye Denies Her Charge. 

Nye, replying to Mrs. McCor- 
mick’s criticism, denied he had 
said she spent more than the 
$252,500 she reported, but did say 
and would say that he had evi- 
dence indicating considerable more 
than that amount was spent on her 
behalf, 

Mrs. McCormick replied she 
should be informed as to who made 
any complaint against her cam- 
paign. Nye replied she would be 
informed as the witnesses were 
called. Then Mrs. McCormick 
asked that she be given the right 
to cross-examine witnesses and Nye 
told her he would take the matter 
under consideration, 

Mrs. McCormick explained that 
when she appeared before the com- 
mittee in Washington, she said she 
had made no contributions to char- 
ity or other benevolent gifts dur- 
ing the campaign, although she 
should have said “no unusual con- 
tributions.” 

She made clear that she had 
made the charity gifts and other 
gifts to friends which she was in 
the custom of making each year, 
but had made no _ contributions 
which previously had not been 
provided for inher annual bud- 
gets. She did not specify the 
amounts nor to whom the gifts 
were made. . 

Mrs. McCormick spent most of 
the day on the stand reading from 
her statement. She said sh® was 
willing to believe that Senator 
Deneen’s campaign cost nearly 
twice as much as hers, in referring 
to charges that’ Senate seats were 
sold to the highest bidder.

CHICAGO, July 14.—Chief Jus- 
tice Denis J. Normoyle of -the 
Criminal Court instructed the Cook 
County grand jury today that it 
was the jury’s duty to summon 
Harry T. Brundidge, 5t.

when the reporters employers in- 
sisted that he be taken directly be- 
fore the grand jury. The prosecu- 
tor said Brundidge must g0 
through the customary procedure 
of examination by the State's At- 
torney’s staff to detemmine whether 
he had pertinent evidence for the 
jury. Judge Normoyle told the 
jurors today to disregard the 
State’s Attorney's desire. 

“Never mind the fact that the 
State’s Attornéy wants to question 
him first,” said the Chief Justice. 
“It is your duty to call him. You 
have the power and the right, and 
no one can interfere.” 

The grand jury decided to call 
Brundige to tell what he knows of 
gang activities in Chicago. 

Swanson, summoned before the 
jurors, announced that he would 
not interfere with the calling of 
Brundidge. 

In a series of articles written 
after the killing of Lingle, Brun- 
didge intimated that Lingle was 
not the only Chicago newspaper 
man profiting from his connections 
with gangland. He mentioned no 
others specifically, but offered to 
tell the grand jury what he knew.

naval program of any other. The 
relations of the navies of the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain and Japan 
are definitely outlined and clearly 
defined so that each will be fully 
informed as to the construction 
which the others propose. 

“The treaty accomplishes sub- 
stantial reduction in capital ships, 
by accelerating the scrapping by 
Great Britain of five, by the Unit- 
ed States of three and by Japan of 
one of these very costly vessels. 

“Great Britain scraps approxi- 
mately twice as much as this coun- 
try scraps, and her ships to be 
scrapped are newer and better 
than those to be scrapped by the 
United States, 

“Approximate Equality.” 

“The result will be that the ton- 
nages of the two countries in the 
capital ship category will be ap- 
proximately equal when this scrap- 
ping program has been carried out. 

“Japanese submarines will be 
greatly reduced, and the use of 
these outlaw of the seas will be 
restricted by the treaty so that 
their effectiveness when attack- 
ing will be comparable to that of 
surface craft. 

“It is indisputable that the treaty 
gives the navy of the United States 
a better relative position with re- 
spect to the navies of Great Brit- 
ain and Japan than it occupied 
at the time of the conference; This 
improvement in status applies to 
every class of combat ships, save, 
perhaps, destroyers. 

“When the London conference 
assembled, Japan had two times 
and Great Britain four times our 
tonnage in completed cruisers. The 
navy of Japan was superior to that 
of the United States in submarines 
under age. Our navy possessed 
an enormous tonnage in destroy- 
ers, but they were all old and had 
been hastily constructed. during 
the war.

There are in Great Brit- 
am renowned statesmen, including 
the’ Hon. Winston Churchill, who 
declare that the treaty is not one 
of-parity between the Government 
which he serves and our own, but 
that it definitely imposes_naval in- 
fericrity on Great Britain. 

“Representatives of the Japanese 
Admiralty are carrying on a deter- 
mined resistance to the treaty, as- 
serting that it deprives Japan of 
the power of self-defense in home 
or nearby waters. 

“If the Senate refuses its advice 
and consent, the treaty will fail, 
and an era of insecurity, dread and 
fear will follow, making probable 
the initiation of naval programs in 
excess of anything ever conceived 
since the beginning cf history. 

“There may be some who would 
welcome such an era, but their atti- 
tude cannot be accepted as reflec- 
tive of public sentiment in the Unit- 
ed States. 

“It has been claimed that. the 
treaty plan for the United States 
navy involves an abandonment-of 
the power to defend our commerce 
in case of interference by either 
Great Britain or Japan. 

“In contemplation of the relative 
improvement in the strength of 
our navy, it is difficult to give 
credence to such a contention. 

Advantages to the U. §. 

“Do not the figures make clear 
beyond dispute that from a posi- 
tion of inferiority in combat 
strength, if the program be exe- 
cuted, our navy will be advanced 
to a position of approximate 
equality with that nation which 
for hundreds of years has domin- 
ated the seas? 

“We will have about 33,000 su- 
periority in 8-inch-gun cruiser 
tonnage, which will be offset by 
British superiority of about 48,000 
tons in 6-inch-gun cruisers over 
ours. This is nearer actual equal- 
ity in the cruiser category than was 
contemplated by the minimum sug- 
gestion of the Naval Board. 

“Under the treaty there is no 
distinction in cruising radius as to 
ships hereafter constructed in the 
cruiser subcategories. Stated in 
other words, the treaty gives the 
United States superiority in large 
guns and only slight inferiority in 
small guns, with the advantage in 
our favor as to cruising radius. 

“The declaration is untenable, 
that the treaty sacrifices the safety 
of the United States in Pacific wa- 
ters. Not only are our coast lines 
and possessions rendered more se- 
cure through the establishment of 
relations between the Japanese 
navy and our own calculated to 
discourage aggression, but our rela- 
tive strength under the treaty will 
be far greater than heretofore, and 
we are assured that Japan will sus- 
pend construction while we build 
auxiliary craft to the treaty stand- 
ard. It is hardly to be expected 
that this would occur if no treaty 
of limitation were in contempla- 
tion. 

Far Better Balanced Fleet. 

“It follows that no injustice will 
result to our country or to its navy 
by carrying out the treaty program. 
As set forth by Admiral Pratt, Ad- 


miral Yarnell and others, we will 
have a far better balanced fleet 


than at present or was contemplat- 
ed when all three of the nations 
signing the treaty were at liberty 
to build without restriction save as 
to capital ships and aircraft car- 
riers. 

“The frequently repeated assert- 
tion by opponents of the treaty that 
it surrenders the ratio of 5-5-3 with 
respect to Japan is indisputably a 
fallacy. As everyone knows, the 
Washington conference was una- 
ble to limit auxiliary craft. 

“True, it was declared by Chair- 
man Hughes of the Washington 
conference in his report that the 
treaty recognized the principle of 
such a ratio, but the facts are that 
the conference impesed no limita- 
tion whatever on any class of 
auxiliary craft except as to the 
maximum tonnage and gun caliber 
of cruisers, and that all the Pow- 
,ers, other than the United States, 
immediately proceeded with large 
construction programs when the 
conference had adjourned. 

“It is my belief that our coun- 
try and its commerce will be saf- 
er with the treaty than without it. 
Believing that the treaty will do 
justice to our citizens and work no 
oppression to others, I urge its rati- 
fication.”’ 

McKellar Assails Hoover's Action. 

Following Robinson, Senator Mc- 
Kellar (Dem.), Tennessee, who is 
opposed to the treaty, denounced 
the refusal of President Hoover to 
give the Senate the so-called “se- 
cret papers” and pleaded for the 
passage of the Norris reservation. 
McKellar accused the President of 
“Machiavellian secret diplomacy’”’ 
and said his action ‘‘smacked of 
the divine right of Kings.”

spoke. 
While McKellar was speaking, 
two other absentees, Senators 


Greene, Vermont, and Walsh, Mas- 
sachusetts, returned, making the 
total available to call 57.

“These men have been treated 
unfairly,’”’ he said, after quoting 
Reed as saying some of them ‘sse 
so much of Washington and so lit- 
tle of the sea.”

$47,001,968, against $54,430,924 
and imports from Great Britain 
$21,353,376, against $29,762,229,

Exports to Germany were $17,- 
225,765, against $24,085,806 and 
imports from Germany $13,045,781,

His letter follows: 

“My dear Senator: Why prolong 
the nation’s distress by holding the 
Senate in session? In a thousand 
miles (his trip to lowa from Wash- 
ington) I have not heard one word 
of approval of what the Senate is 
now doing. 

“Vote on the treaty. Go home, 
reserving, if you must, the right to 
print it afterwards in the Con- 
gressional Record, in which no wige 
man today looks for wisdom. 

“The conscience of the country 
is back of the treaty that quibbles 
are still secking to emasculate. 
That same conscience was shocked 
by four days of debate on the reso- 
lution to force the President to vio- 
late all tradition of international 
intercourse. Even in Russia would 
they hardly propose such a diplo- 
matic indecency.

KILLED IN MINE 


Fifty Mourners Faint Dur- 
ing Impressive Ceremon- 
ies for Victims of Disaster 
in Germany.

orn Pads. |} —-More than 50 persons swooned 


yesterday as 99 victims ofthe coal 
mine disaster near Neurode last 
Wednesday were buried with 
elaborate ceremonies. The disas- 
ter was believed to have cost about 
152 lives, 104 of the bodies having 
been recovered. 

The ceremonies were attended by 

more than 20,000 mourners, in, 
cluding representatives of the Gov- 
ernor and numerous workmen's 
delegations, who came by automo- 
bile from all parts of Germany. 
The obsequies began with music by 
the United Miners’ Band from the 
Silesian coal district. 
Arch-Episcopal Vicar - General 
Dittert officiated at the mass which 
was followed by a requiem. Funeral 
orations by local Catholic and 
Protestant clergymen were deliy- 
ered next. The ceremonies ended 
with singing by the United Choral 
Society. 
The singing of the dirge “Down 
There Is Peace” was interrupted by 
cries of anguish. At least 50 per- 
sons fainted and received first aid. 
The coffins were taken to the 
cemetery on motor trucks draped 
with black crepe, the mourners 
followed in motor busses, each 
section headed by a miners’ band.

to be a message from the spirit 
world. 

Mrs. Estelle Roberts, a pro 
sional medium, held the stage wh 
the exodus began. “I can’t go 
with all these people walking out,” 
she protested. 

At this a murmur of excited talk 
rose in the hall, but was at once 
drowned out by the sound.of a 
great pipe organ. Mrs. Roberts 
walked across the stage to where 
Lady Doyle, widow of the creator 
of Sherlock Holmes, was seated and 
said to her: “I have a message 
from Sir Arthur.” ° 

Lady Doyle answered, “I am 
perfectly convinced the message is 
from my husband.” 

Message Not Disclosed. 

The substance of the message 
was not disclosed either by Lady 
Doyle or by Mrs. Roberts, although 


ithe following conversation between 


the two was overheard by persons 
on the platform: 

“Sir Arthur told me,” said the 
medium, “that one of you went 
into the Hut (a building on the 
Doyle estate at Crowborough, Sus- 
sex, where Sir Arthur was buried 
last week). Is that correct?” 

“Why, yes,” was Lady Doyle's 
faltering reply. “I did.” 

“The message is this,”” Mrs. Rob- 
erts then said, “Tell Mary’—the 
rest of the medium’s words were 
lost in the hubbub. The Doyles’ 
eldest daughter is named Mary. 

Throughout the meeting a chair 
bearing Sir. Arthur’s name on a 
plate, th» chair he often occupied 
as chairman of these meetings, 
stood empty on the platform. Sir 
Arthur’s immediate family occu- 
pied other chairs surrounding it. 

“Stood Behind Me.” 

After the meeting Mrs. Roberts 
said to the correspondent: 

“He (Sir Arthur) gave me a per- 
sonal message for Lady Doyle, 
which I am not privileged to di- 
vulge. He did not come at once, 
but I saw him during the first two 
minutes of silence. He came on 
the platform and went to his chair 
and sat down. He came and stood 
beside me. I understood him per- 
fectly when he spoke in his own, 
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a price usually asked for a washer alone. The

CARTHAGE, Mo. July 14.— 


Frank C. Danford, 56 years old,

THREE SURPRISES IN. 
SOVIET ELECTION 


Stalin’s Opponents Who Re- 
canted Get Important Posts 
in Government. 


. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, July 14.—Alexei Ry- 


kov, whose position not Only as a 
member of the powerful political 
bureau of the Communist party 
but as Premier of Russia has been 
seriously endangered by his ac- 


tivities in the Right Wing opposi- 
tion, surprised everybody yester- 
day by being re-elected to the all- 
pawerful political bureau of the 
Communist party. 

Thus his retention of the post 
of head of the Russian Cabinet, 
which foreign‘ reports said Joseph 
Stalin coveted, has been assured. 
The political bureau of the Com- 
munist party is the inner sanctum 
of Bolshevist government. 

Rykov’s re-election, in the face 
of repeated assertions he would be 
censured for having dared to op- 
pose Stalin, Russia’s iron man, 
assumes the character of a personal 
triumph. 

Scarcely less surprising was the 
re-election to the Central Commit- 
tee of the party of Nicholas Buch- 
arin and Michael Tomski, who have 
been active members of the Right 
Wing opposition. 


These things together are taken 
to mean that Stalin and the other 
leaders of the party have accepted 
at face value the retractions of the 
leaders of the so-called “Right 
Wing Heresy,” who had given at 
least tacit sympathy and support 
to the exiled Leon Trotzky. 

Rykov and the others have 
promised henceforth to adhere 
loyally to the policies of the Cen- 
tral Committee, where Stalin is all- 
powerful. 

Tomski, however, failed to keep 
his place in the political bureau, 
which was filled by Sergei Kirov, 
head of the Leningrad branch of 
the Communist party and one of 
the rising stars on the Soviet po- 
litical horizon. ¢ 

Stalin hims2lf, amid cheers, was 
re-elected general secretary of the 
party, a position of the greatest 
power and strategic importance.

old the police, by.a blond man 
who was drunk and who held his 
pistol in his left hand. 

Thomas Bonner, himself an ex- 
tortionist, had been working with 
Chicago police, they say, in an ef- 
fort to turn up Burke and obtain 
the rewards for his capture. Burke, 
Mrs. Bonner asserts, had learned 
her husband’s intention and’so was 
determined to put him out of the 
way. i 

Philip R, McDonnell, 601° West 
Seventy-ninth street, a druggist, 
and relative by marriage of Burke, 
had introduced Burke to Bonner 
under ‘the name of Smith. Th 
was some time before the.St. Val+ 
entine day’s killing of Moran 
gangsters, in which Burke’s ma- 
chine gun was used. 

Theory of the Police. 

As the facts were pieced together 
the events that followed were: 

Burke, after the killing at Ben- 
ton Harbor, fled to a cottage in 
Michigan 40 miles east of Muske- 
gon and 40 miles north of Grand 
Rapids. A nearby town is Neway- 
go, and the refugee was between 
Hess Lake and Bigelow Creek. It 
was fenced to a degree amounting 
almost to fortification, according. 
to a recent description. 

Bonner had sought to Ingratiate 
himself with McDonnell, the drug- 
gist, when he learned that Burke 
made occasional visits to the drug 
store. Last Sunday McDonnell in- 
vited Bonner tosdrive him up to 
Michigan to meet the man McDon- 
ald called Smith, but whom Bon- 
ner knew to be Burké 

In a newspaper which, Bonner 
was carrying was a paragraph say- 
ing the police were watching the 
McDonnell place. 
to make a report to the police on 
his return. 

Bonner apparently was seen g0- 
ing to the Detective Bureau to 


convey his information to. Chief} 
Norton. He described the location}. 


of the Burke cottage and said 
Burke was regarded by neighbors 
as a Chicago bootlegger. 

Burke would be in Chicago 
Wednesday or Saturday, Bonner 
declared. The hunted murderer 
had said he was going first to 
Flint and Detroit, according to 
Bonner. The police lodkouts were 
again posted at the place men- 
tioned in the newspapers last Sun- 
day, but Burke did not go to Mc- 
Donnell’s drug store. 

Slayer Identified as Barke. 

Two men entered Bonner’s home 
early last Thursday. One is re- 
ported to have been Burke—his 
picture was identified by Mrs. 
Bonner—and the other was the 
blond-haired man. Burke and his 
companion evidently told Bonner 
they had proof he was a police in- 
former. He protested. A bullet 
hit him between the eyes and his 
protests were over. . 
. Burke left the scene of his 
latest murder in McDonnell's au- 
tomobile, according to the police.

“By aid of the aerial camera, 
everything seen by the flyer is re- 
corded in the form of overlapping 
photographs. When these photo- 
graphs are caken at a known angle 
and altitude, the information so re- 
corded is available to construct 
maps of the area explored. 

“A large portion of the Antarctic 
Continent is flat, white and barren. 
This great ice cap is held by land, 
some of which'is far under the 
surface of the snow and ice. Great 
pressure ridges and crevasses in- 
dicate the vicinity of the covered 
land. Mountain ranges have been 
discovered :n the East, West and 
South. The geographical South 
Pole itself is located on a plateau 
at an elevation between 9000 and 
10,000 feet. This plateau is bound- 
ed by mountains, some of which 
are more than 16,000 feet high. 

“Transporting aerial equipment 
from the United States to a base in 
the Antarctic is quite a problem 
within itself. Everything must be 
exce ‘onally well packed, as the 
ship during its 14,000-mile journey 
passes through heavy seas, some of 
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which are the roughest waters in 
— world; and whe : going through 
the ice pack the ship collides with 
ice time after time with an impact 
which would sink the average ves- 
sel, The cargo and personnel are 
often badly shaken. 

“After arrival at the Great Ice 
Barrier the heavy planes must be 
unloaded on an ice wall which 
from time to time breaks away, 
forming the large icebergs of the 
Ross Sea. The plane is then hauled 
by dog team to a base which in our 
Hease was about eight miles distant 
from where our ships were tied up 
alongside the ice. 

“The plane or planes are there 
assembled under the most trying 
circumstances for the mechanics; 
working on metal in subzero tem- 
peratures often with bare hands is 
a tough job to say the least. 

“During the 14 months that the 
Byrd Antarctic Expedition stayed 
in the Antarctic, more than 600,- 
000 square miles were observed. 
Approximately 200,000 square miles 
of this area had never before been 
seen by man. Almost all of the 
latter area has been recorded by 
the aerial camera and the over- 


lapping photographs returned to 


} the 


United Btates. I fee! anfe in’ 
making the statement that Polar 
exploration in the last few years 
has been another great victory for 
the air.” 

Ensign Mulroy described the 
trip to Antarctica in the bark, City 
of New York, arriving at the Bay 
of Whales, a great indentation in 
the Ross Ice Barrier. 

“Here,” he said, “was to be our 
future home for months to come, 
our only neighbors being the seal, 
penguins, petrel, skua gull and 
whales, and these were with us 
only a few months of the year. 

“We found the temperature here 
to be on an average of 20 degrees 
colder than the North Polar reg- 
ions, the lowest being 72 degrees 
below zero and the’ warmest 
around freezing. 

“People have often asked us 
what we did during the four 

onths of darkness. There was 
plenty of work to be done, such as 
radio equipment for the planes 
and trail parties, motor heaters, 
and foodstuffs to be packed for 
trail use, allowing so many ounces 
of this, that and the other, per 
man.

The Governmenf, early in the 
history of prohibition, set itself up 
as a bootlegger by stocking up ev- 
ery ship owned and operated by | 
the United States Shipping Board, 
to make money by attracting pas- 
sengers to those ships. The Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
decided that the Federal Govern- 
ment was a lawbreaker. It was im- 
possible, however, for the Supreme 
Court to send the Government to 
jail for violating the prohibition 
law, but the Government, standing 
convicted by its own court, recent- | 
ly imposed a two years’ peniten- | 
tiary sentence on two boys for sell- 
ing a pint of liquor for 50 cents. 
But there have been no prosecu- 
tions of the Government’s repre- 
sentatives who permitted the sale 
of liquor upon these ships. 

Why do not the responsible offi- 
clals ofthe Federal Government 
frankly tell the people the truth 
about the faliure of the prohibition 
law instead of trying to conceal the 
truth while pleading for observ- 
ance? JItis simply because they 
are afraid of the professional pro- 
hibition reformers. They are afraid 
that somebody might not get re- 
elécted to office. The cowardice 
and hypocrisy of public officials 
in dealing with this problem is 
one of the great evils of the law. 
They are afraid to tell the people 
the truth. There was introduced 
into the Judiciary Committee -of 
the Senate of this session of Con- 
gress a resolution for a thorough 
investigatio of prohibition en- 
forcement, d the entire adminis- 
tration and the dry lobbys used al! 
their power to defeat it. 

The same forces attempted to 
defeat a similar resolution in the 
Senate in 1924. The. dry lobbyists, 
during a debate on the resolution, 
impudently sent to the floor of the 
Senate a false statement cunningly 
and deliberately intended to de- 
ceive the Senate.

Favors Warning Signs at Dangerous 
Meramec Holes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AST Sunday afternoon 12-year-old 


Francis Barfge drowned at Boliford’s 
Beach near Fenton. The boy, who had 
been. wading along the shallow beach, 
suddenly stepped into deep water. A 
woman who tried to rescue him nearly 
met the same fate. This place was the 
scene of a drowning last year and of 
one the year before. 

Due to the dredging operations of a 
sand-gravel supply company, the river 
bottom right along the shore has a sud- 
den, treacherous drop from one foot to 
30 feet. But there is nothing to warn 
the unsuspecting bathers of this treach- 
erous step-off. A simple danger sign 
would hare warned these bathers that 
this shallow beach came to an unex- 
pected, sudden end, and would without 
a doubt have saved these lives. It is 
gross hegligence that allows a place 
where hundreds of people bathe every 
week, a place that looks safe and would 
be so but for the dredging operations 
which make it treacherous, to g0 un- 
suarded by a warning sign. 

One of the life guards trying to re- 
cover the body of the boy became tangled 
in the branches of a submerged tree and 
was forced to give up any further div- 
ing. 

A large percentage of drownings in the 
Meramec would be avoided if the public 
authorities would take enough interest 
in it to put warning signs at treacher- 
ous places, places that look safe but are 
not, and in cleaning the river of sub- 
merged trees to which many an experi- 
enced swimmer falls victim. In view of 
the fact that thousands of St. Louisans 
find healthful recreation on the Meramec 
every week, it seems gross negligence 
that nothing is done to make the river 
as safe as it can possibly be made.

The Senate has needlessly sweated through a tor- 
rid week’s discussion of the so-called “secret papers.” 
Of course, the strategy is obvious. The anti-treaty 
Senators are playing for delay. If they can postpone 
final action on the instrument at this special session 
they will have won a tactical victory. They are play- 
ing the game of politics. It is not a heartening spec- 
tacle. It ig unbecoming statesmen charged with the 
responsib of passing upon a proposal of such 
immense economic import and the rejection or rati- 
fication of which will chill or warm international 
relations. Unfortunately, it is a familiar spectacle. 

It is granted, of course, that Senators may oppose 
this treaty in good faith, but one searches in vain 
for evidences of good faith in the sweeping opposi- 
tion’s condemnation of the doéument, in the gas- 
conade of Johnson, in the sardonic thrusts of Senator 
Mosés or in the obsolete vaporings of Senator Hale. 
Nor is there any evidence of sincerity in all the yam- 
mering about the “secret papers,” which have al- 
ways been available to any Senator for purposes of 
information. * 

Senator Norris has offered a reservation which 
seems to us banish the “secret papers” bogy from 
the agenda. This reservation stipulates that the 
Senate ratifies the treaty “with the distinct and ex- 
plicit understanding” that it carries no concealed 
commitments and that there ‘is no secret agreement 
between any of thé parties as to the construction 
of any provision. Some of the Senators feel that 
the Norris resolution reflects upon Mr. Hoover, in 
view of his repeated assurance that no secret com- 
mitment or understanding of any kind exists. Wheth- 
er the motive of the Norris resolution is friendly or 
hostile to the President we have no way of know- 
ing, nor are we concerned with it. But its practical 
effect in terminating the pointless harangue of the 
enemies of the treaty seems to us, wholesome. If 
there is no secret understanding in the unpublished 
correspondence—and the country, we are sure, un- 
reservedly accepts the President’s word and that 
of the delegates who have spoken—the Norris reso- 
lution is a needless precaution. Even so, it opens 
the way for the Senate to undertake the task for 
which the special session was called, namely, to con- 
sider the treaty on its merits and ratify it or reject 
it in the light of frank and honest discussion. 
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THE DANGERS OF BASEBALL. 

Baseball, it appears from statistics compiled by 
the Fidelity and Casualty Co. of New York from 
claims presented to it for vacation injuries, leads all 
other sports in the accidents that happen in con- 
nection with it, with swimming next, friendly scuf- 
fling next, bowling next, skating next, fireworks, 
hunting and golf next, and ping-pong last.

This attitude was inconsistent with the 
generous way this country funded the war debts owed 
by other countries. 

Joseph Stalin, head of the Soviet, recently re 
opened the debt question with an offer to compro 
mise one part of the obligation. Russia’s debts to 
us fall into three classes. The first consists of Czar- 
ist bonds, floated in 1915-16, in which Americans in- 
vested about $86,000,000. The second is the Govern- 
ment loan of $192,600,000 made to the Kerensky pro- 
visional Government after the fall of the Czar, be 
fore the Communists took power. The third group 
includes claims for property confiscated during and 
after the Communist revolution of November, 1917. 
The property items total about $400,000,000, against 
which the Soviet advances counterclaims for dam- 
ages during the American armed intervention in 
Russia. 

It is in the latter class that Stalin offers to nego 
tiate. He says his Government will pay part of these 
claims if the corporations concerned will extend 
credit to Russia. Since American firms have found 
Russia a rich field for business, it is not likely that 
this offer will go unheeded by the private interests 
concerned, no matter what the response, if any, from 
Washington. Although the Soviet had nothing to do 
with the two other groups of obligations, it extended 
a similar offer to French holders of Czarist bonds 
in 1924-~The French public held more than $3,000,- 
000,000 worth of these bonds. An agreement was 
on the point of being ratified, when a change of 
ministry in France ended negotiations. 

The Soviet has altered its earlier radical policies 
in more ways than one. It has seught the aid of 


country. The foreign debt, which was formally re- 
pudiated in 1918, remains a delicate and uncertain 
subject, but Stalin has opened the door a trifle. His 
proposal makes all the more anomalous America’s

Advocates of group banking say their system would curb numerous failures of smalle 
depositories, provide more capital, give better service and make funds more mobile; 
opponents fear financial centralization, hampering of credit for small concerns, 
difficulties of proper examination and the danger of divided legal jurisdiction. 


T is maintained that group and branch 

banking eliminates the dangers inherent 

in small banks, Among these dangers are 
poor management, due to the fact that 
small banks cannot afford to employ com- 
petent and experienced managers; the un- 
due influence of local and personal con- 
siderations in making loans; lack of ade- 
quate capital; and lack of diversification in 
the making of loans and investments, due 
to the small amount of funds available. 

The small country town bank constitutes 
the greatest point of weakness and of dan- 
ger in our banking system. From 1921 to 
1928, inclusive, about 5000 banks closed 
their doors and tied up deposits of more 
than $1,506,0006,000. . 

In other words, one-sixth of the banks 
in existence in 1920 failed by 1928. The 
significant thing is that 80 per cent of these 


population and that about 70 per cent of 
the failed banks were capitalized at $50,- 
000 or less. As the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency has said, this record “is a serious in- 
dictment against the system of banking in 
the rural communities of the United States.” 
If either group or branch banking offers a 
remedy for this condition, as it is asserted 
that they do, it is sufficient excuse for their 
existence. .

NEW YORK, July 14.—The 
death of an insurance clerk of 
moderate means, whose sole hobby 
was the collecting of rare old 
Chinese fabrics, and the recent de- 
cision of Mrs. Emilie Thorne Post, 
once a leader in Newport society, 


to forsake the world and become a 
nun of the order of Carmelites, 
have given the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art two new and very val- 
uable collections. 

Perhaps the more interesting ac- 
quisition is that which comes as

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Could the Federal Government, 
in league with the Anti-Saloon 
| League, sink to lower levels of de- 
pravity to entrap citizens and pub- | 
lic officers and “jam” them into 
ithe penitentiary? That is a me 
ture of the prohibition spy system 
of the United States, written into 
the records of the Government, but 
only brought to light by a resolu- 
tion passed by the United States 
Senate. 

‘We call ourselves civilized and 
tolerate such a monstrous system. 
Let me cite an illustration as proof, 
of how the liberties of the citizen 
may be destroyed by such a 5Sys- 
ten. 

A liquor warehouse in St. Louis 
was “milked”. of 800 or 900 bar- 
rels of whisky. It turned out that 
this job,was directed by George 
Remus, who was convicted, upon 
another charge, and imprisoned at 
Atlanta. Upon his release he was 
received with open arms by a 
| Wederal grand jury, sitting in In- 
dianapolis, 500 miles from the 
scene of the crime. Upon his tes- 
timony, a score of men were in- 
dicted. The Constitution of the 
United States provides ‘‘that in all 
criminal prosecutions the accused 
shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
and public trial, by an impartial 
jury of the State and district where 
the crime shall have been com- 
mitted.” 


An Unwarranted Conviction. 


There was no allegation that the 
crime was committed in Indiana, 
but there was an allegation that 
a part of the equipment alleged to 
have been used in “milking” the 
warehouse was captured in that 
State. The defendants were all 
dragged to Indiana, with one ex- 
ception, and brought to trial there. 

One of these defendants was an 
honored member of the Senate of 
my State. He was the author of 
much humane and useful legisla- 
tion. He had worked himself up 
from a humble condition in life 
to a position of influence in his 
community. The only testimony 
against him at the trial was that 
he had been standing on the street 
corner in conversation with an- 
ether of the alleged conspirators, 
and that some spy had overheard 
some one else pick up a tele- 
phone receiver and call the nim- 
ber of his office. And upon that 
testimony, and that. testimony 
alone, he was found guilty of 
conspiracy to violate the prohibi- 
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tion law. The verdict of the jury |

Another alleged conspirator was 
sick when the trial was held: Be-

him to trial, Remus had shot his 
wife in a public park in Cincinnati, 
had been adjudicated insane by the 
courts, and sent to the asylum for 
the criminal insane in Ohio. 


Will the Department of Justice, 
under whose direction the other 
conspirators were sentenced to the 
penitentiary——-250 miles from the 
State and district where the Con- 
stitition says they must be tried— 
now take Remus and use him 
against the one untried defendant, 
who, it so happens was a former 
member of Congress? It has not 
done so yet. Who knows? 

Strange are the ways of justice 
since the advent of prohibition.

HER MIND

EOPLE who hold up their 

hands in horrer at the men- 
| tion of Moscow and ‘ts nar- 
row, machine-made ideas of cul- 
ture overlook a more imminent 
danger that lies very close to 
home, ; 

Over in Sudbury, Mass., is a 
school that threatens to do as 
much harm to us from the cul- 
tural standpoint as half a dozen 
proletarian dictatorships. 

The institution I am _ referring 
to is Henry Ford's effort to reduce 
education to bare mechanical 
terms and to present his ideal 
course of study. This includes 
practical plumbing, but leaves out 
all the nonsense about history, 
foreign languges, and the arts. 

If it were just a matter of one 
isolated school. there would be 
no reason for people who believe. 
in broader learning to order their 
cartridge ~belts. Unfortunately, 
however, the maker of the small 
fry of the roads recently an- 
nounced that he plans to spend 
$100,000,000 on education. The 
institution at Sudbury gives a fair 
idea of what this benevolence 
might mean. 

Mr. Ford's little brain factory is 
a boarding school which keeps the 
the belt for all 24 
liours. No foods or habits that 
might hurt their industrial effi- 
elency are permitted; neither are 
there any courses of study that 
might cultivate that time-wasting 
faculty known as the imagination. 

The boys range in age from 12 
to 17, and their work at Sudbury 
is supposed to take the place of a 
high school course. Only one week 
in three is spent in class. The rest 
of the time is devoted to running 
the 3,000-acre farm, repairing 
faulty electric fixtures, taking care 
of the furnaces, and wrestling with 
the profound problems of modern 
plumbing. 

There is certainly no reason why 
a youth’s training should not in- 
clude some of these highly prac- 
tical subjects. The difficulty is, 
however, that even when in class 
the boys do not get away from the 
horizon of shop and factory. Ac- 
cording to a report on the school, 
no languages are studied, either 
ancient or modern. History is lim- 
ited to industrial history, very 
scant attention is given to litera- 
ture, and art and music are en- 
tirely absent from the curriculum. 

Science is confined to physics 
and chemistry, botany and zoology 
evidently being associated in Mr. 
Ford’s mind with such time-wast- 
ing activities as tramping for flow- 
ers and leaping over the fields with 
butterfly nets. There are also 
courses in civics, shop mathematics 
and geometry. 

This mechanical idea of educa- 
tion is, to my mind, even more nar- 
row than any form of child-train- 
ing that has come out of Soviet 
Russia. We hear much about the 
utilitarian type of culture in the 
U. 8S. S. R.; but still, 100,000 Rus- 
sians recently passed in mourning 
before the bier of a poet—a spec- 
tacle which the seer of Detroit 
would no doubt regard with con- 
siderable surprise. 

~ . ” 

The out-of-class routine of Mr. 
Ford's students is regulated strict- 
ly in accordance with the manu- 
facturer’s ideas of what makes for 
efficiency. Through tests in his 
laboratory, Mr. Ford came to the 
conclusion that meat and potatoes 
or meat and bread are injurious 
if eaten together; hence, at the 
school they never appear at the 
same meal. No desserts are.ever 
served, and there is a ban on even 
such a mild stimulant as cocoa. 

The boys, it is claimed, are 80 
strongly converted to this diet that 
they do not buy candy or other 
sweets even on their trips to town. 
Somehow I hope, for their own 
sakes, that they sometimes invest 
in chocolate sundaes and the more 
hardy forms of all-day suckers. 

If they submit, passively to this 
diet assigned from on high, they 
have already become such perfect 
little robots that further moulding 
and welding seems almost unneces- 
sary.

OME 47 years ago, when newspaper illustrations were few and far 

between and the Grand Opera House was the leading theater of St. 

Louis with the cinema palaces of today not even dreamed of, George 
McManus, the younger, first saw the light of day. 
THE George McManus, famous manager of the then famous Grand and 
his first wish, when he saw his son and heir was that the youngster 
would never grow up to be an actor or a dramatic critic. 
ster made good for his father—he never went on the stage and never 
came closer to dramatic criticism than being cub reporter on the old 
old St. Louis Republic, which passed out of existence about the time 
Fanny Ward celebrated her seventieth birthday.

The young: 


“One day In school when I was 
about 8 years old, the teacher 
pounced on me and caught me 
drawing a caricature. The good 
woman had no suspicion that the 
surreptitious piece of art was a 
caricature and that she herself 
was its inspiration, 

Anyway, the teacher didn't think 
much of my masterpiece and said 
so. In those days children were 
taught handwriting by the Spen- 


'cerian system and drawing by an- 


other system which consisted 
mainly of rules within rules. The 
book—I forgot who wrote it—was 
as solemn as a rich man's family 
at the reading of his will; The 
teacher pointed out to the class 
that my drawing was lacking in ‘in- 
spiration, imagination, offended all 


the rules in the book, and was the.

ae drawing—to my childish 
mind—portrayed the teacher, 
as Mary, leading a helpless 
American child—represented. by the 
little lamb—to nowhere. especially 
at the end of a string.

If he wasn’t.a starving 
man in-those lean days, he would 


have done until a marin man 
came along, — 
Just when it’. seemed that he 


would have to return to his home 
town, McManus received two of- 
fers in one® * Fate has a 
strange way of doing. tricks like 
that. One paper offered him more 
money than the other, But ‘Me- 
Manus turned down the larger of- 
fer and went withthe World. His 
reason for this was very simple. 
Anything of his that would appear 
in The World he was assured would 
also. be published in the St. Loufs 
Post-Dispatch.

Interestingly enough, McManus 
points out that, if such a comic 
strip were started today, it must 
prove a failure. We no longer 
understand a tramp such as “Pan- 
handle Pete’’ whose only crime was 
that he would not work. Modern 
civilization teaches us that such a 
man is not a tramp. He is a bol- 
shevik. 

For “Panhandle Pete,” McManus 
drew down $60 a week. Syndica- 
tion was still a minor matter in 
those days and an artist who found 
his work appearing in more than 
two or three papers often devel- 
oped a fine case of the swelled 
head, It wasn't until 1912 that 
the syndication game began to 
grow into the huge power it is to- 


day. 
A while still working for The 
World, McManus originated 
‘The Newlyweds and Their Baby” 
and “Let George Do It.” Both of 
these strips were enormously suc- 
cessful and the McManus prestige 
increased accordingly. 

When George went under the 
King Features Syndicate banner, 
hig first strip was “Their Only 
Child,” which was something like 
“The Newlyweds and Their Baby.” 
“Their Only Child” must have been 
somewhat anemic, however, for it 
did not bring an overwhelming re- 
sponse. Fora year, George looked 
about for a new idea. He finally hit 
upon “Bringing Up Father.” And 
the rest is history. 

How did he hit upon the idea? 
Tl ayked him that. And he merely 
shrugged his shoulders. 

“You never know exactly what 
people are going to like,” he &s- 
serted. ‘You just ‘keep’ searching 
for’ new ideas and pray that the 
next one will be a Success.
